IN A LOCKED ROOM SOMEWHERE IN ENGLAND (5 Dec. 1904) : Help, let 
me out! 

FLEET STREET, LONDON (7 Dec. 190/f): Word has it that, due to in- 
flation and recently shoddy workmanship, England will not build 
a new fleet, but will take one out of mothballs (for those of you 
in America, that's equivalent to your Cracker Jacks). 

CAMBRIDGE (10 Dec. 190*0 : SPORTS SCANDAL OF THE CENTURY - Entire 
Cambridge team accused of throwing Cambridge-Oxford Soccer Banquet!! 

BERLIN (12 Dec. 1904): German historians, anthropologists, and 
archaeologists have been working for months to decipher the strange 
message received earlier from "France" (a geographical designation 
formerly applied to the Westreich). The final report to the 
Government, signed by Herr Doktor Friedrich Nietzsche, has un- 
ravelled the mystery. "Hell", reported Doktor Nietzsche, "Is 
one of several designations for a place of eternal repose, with 
or without punishment, to which the ancients supposed the dead 
went. The ancient Christians, the last representatives of which 
were eradicated in the Reich in 16^8, beleived in such a place 
as a part of their strange orgiastic cult. These pagan monotheists 
also believed (if one beleives their chief commentators) that this 
'Hell' burned, or that things were burned in it (depending on which 
commentator one reads). They believed that the initiate could 
escape this fate by bathing in lambs' blood (although, apparently, 
water was used as a substitute in practise, at least in those 
countries where sheep were not raised). The ruler of this 'Hell' 
was one Satan (the name varies), while the god which was worshipped 
seems to have had no name. The characteristics of this god are 
little-known, except that he may be compared to Zeus in terms 
of their sexual appetites - both preferred young virgin females. 
One of the virgins raped by the Christian god later became his 
goddess-consort in popular mythology (cf. the presumed Christian 
text, "Mary, Mary, quite contrary...." - apparently it was 
forced rape) . 

"Burning in •Hell 1 was apparently a punishment for failing 
to save (or be saved - the texts are not clear) and undergo the 
lambs f -blood bath referred to earlier. It was also used as an 
epithet and as a threat by the pagan Christians, although the 
context is not always clear. 

"The founder of this quaint belief system was a nobleman 
of ancient Judah, one Djesuss F. Krist von Nasareth, who was 
later executed by the authorities for sedition and heresy. Numer- 
ous fanciful tales are recorded about this ancient event (cf. 
Dktr. Martin Luther's classic study, Myths of the \ncient Pagans) . 
It is rumored that some Christians survive in the wilds of 
Transylvania, where they suck (or bathe in) the blood of inno- 
cent passers-by, but there has been no substantiation of this. 
((Maybe not, but it may have been transubstantiated. .ed. ) ) 
The ancient Christians were known to be bloodthirsty, intolerant, 
violent, aggressive, dishonest, orgiastic, immoral, indecent, 
homoerotic, hedonistic, gluttonous, lazy, selfish, brutish, mean, 
nasty, and short. It may be that the 'Big Brother * of 'France 9 
is a relapsed Christian. If so, it is my recommendation that 
he be turned over to the High Priest of the United Jewish Church - 
the only theistic sect tolerated in the Reich - for appropriate 
discipline." 



GORLITZ (26 Dec, 1 90Zf ) ; Several relapsed Christians were discovered 
here yesterday, celebrating one of their pagan holy days, called 
"Christmas", a pathetic imitation of our glorious Yule Celebration, 
coming up on 3 January. Seventeen old women and a couple of teen- 
age hoys were found worshipping an evergreen tree in a barn on the 
outskirts of town. All had received "D" ratings by the Board of 
Mental Health. Authorities feel that such outlandish beliefs 
appeal only to people with this rating and the lowest rating, ,T E" 
(unable to think at all). One of the boys, Karl Rhein-Zell, was 
quoted as saying, "Duhhh - it ! s good az . comic books. OK? Hal!" 

"RAJxTOUL (20 Feb. 1969): That wasn't very nice, was it? But then, 
the old supersitions die hard. Why, next, poor old Charlie Reinsel 
will be telling us that snakes used to talk. Oh, well, what would 
postal Diplomacy be without its feuds? I am gratified to know that 
Charlie is still speaking to me, even if only through the middle- 
man of Conrad von Metske. Well, as Charlie Reinsel sinks slowly 
into the west, the Reich can only rejoice. "I'll let you keep 
Holland" indeed? Who do you think I am, Charlie, some neophyte 
who just learned the game last week? Whether or not I will burn 
in Hell I will leave to the Sumerians, Hebrews, and other primi- 
tives. You will burn in 1968-M.
